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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 9,21 -36 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in the 
environment of a meter reading unit configured to read meter information provided by 
one or more utility meters comprising a multiplexer for selecting meter information 
provided by the first of one or more utility meters, wherein the selection is based on 
identification information stored in a first memory provided in control information from a 
remote control system. The closes prior art Sosa Quintanna et al 704 teaches using a 
customer's identification code to access utility data via a selection of a multiplexer. Sosa 
Quintanna teaches away from the identification information being stored in a first 
memory (see col 9, lines 8-11).
